THE firſt infltution of the Drama in poliſhed ſociety 
was in the days of Piſiſtratus, the Athenian tyrant, who did 
his name ſo much honor by collecting the Iliad and Odyſſey of 


Homer; and it was this publication which cauſed the Drama 


to rear its head, Ariſtotle aſſerts that it originated with 
Homer. — The theatrical entertainments of England com- 
menced ſo early.as the Conqueſt. In 1390 the pariſh clerks 
of London played mterludes at Skinners Well, near London; 
the ſubjects were the Creation of the World. JonN 
Hzywo On, the Epigrammatiſt and Jeſter to HE N R v 
THE EIGHTH, was the firſt perſon who aimed at wit in 
dramatic compoſition; the firſt dramatic piece of any import- 
ance in our language was called Gorbaduc, the joint eſſay 


of Thomas SACK VILLE Lorp BucknursT 


and Thomas NorTON ; to them ſucceeded the immortal 
SuakEs PEAR, FLETCHER, and JohNsOoN. The firſt 


company of players we have upon record is from a patent 


granted in 1574 to James BUR BAGE and others, ſervants 


to the Earl of Leiceſter.

In 1749, he married "Madame Eva Hani n A native 
of Vienna, and formerly a dancer of Drury-lane Theatre. On 
the 15th of September, 1763, he ſet off in order to make the 
tour of France and Italy, and returned April 27» 1763.— In Sep- 
tember, 1769, he celebrated the memory of Shakeſpeare, by a 
jubilee at Stratford on Avon.—The laſt night of his perform- 
ance was on the -1oth' of Jane, 1776, when he took à final leave 
ofthe audience in the part of Do Fzrt1x in the Wowvar, the 
profits of which night he gave to the Theatrical Fund. His body 


was interred beneath the monument of . Shakeſpeare, in Weſt,
